Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The inter- 
state commerce commission sent to the 
senate today its report on the investiga- 
tion of the finances, rates, and practices 
of the Louisville and Nashville and 4 
Hed railroads. 

It charged the Louisville and Nashville 
with acquiring competing lines and with 
carrying on for years, at a cost of mil- 
lions of dollars, an elaborate political and 
publicity campaign, to eliminate compe- 
tion and influence public opinion. 

Further inquiry and the inspection of the 
railroad’s correspondence was said to be 
necessary. The report was written be- 
fore the Supreme court handed down its 
opinion yesterday holding that the com- 
mission was without power to force the 
company to submit its correspondence as 
well as its records and books to scrutiny. 


Reid Testifies as to N. I. 
Previous to making its report on the 
L. & N., the commission had spent the 
day in taking testimony in regard to the 
findtcial operations of thé Chicago, Rock 
n and Pacific. 
The financial operations “ef the Rock

were outlined to the commission by Dan- 
fel G. Reid. 

His testimony bore mainly on the or- 
ganization of the road’s holding com- 
panies and the results of those transac- 
tions after 1901, in which year, Mr. Reid 
gaid, he and William H. Moore, J. H. 
Moore, and William B. Leeds controlled 
about 820, 000, 000 of Rock Island étock, 


about one-third of that outstanding. 


Purpose of L. and N. Inquiry. 
The report of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville was the result of an investigation 
authorized last spring by a senate reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Lea of Ten- 


+* pessee. The investigation was directed 


ma ny to discover whether the Louis- 
ville and Nashville through control of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga, and St. 
Louis railway and smaller lines had re- 
strained competition throughout much of 


the territory served by those roads, 


whether the one tima control of the 
Louisville and Nashville by the Atlantic 
Coast Line railroad operated to the same 
erd in the much wider field the two sys- 
tems serve, and what amounts of money 
the Louisville and Nashville and its re- 
jated roads have contributed to political 
activities and other efforts to fight com- 
petition. 

The Louisville and Nashville, chiefly 
since 1880, according to the report, has 
acquired controlling interest in more than 
a hundred railroad companies or propert- 
ties, one of the obvious purposes of which 
has been to restrain competition. 


Payments of Political Money. 

The recital of the alleged political ac- 
tivities of the roads concerned is accom- 
panied by little comment. 

In connection with the Tennessee Rail- 
Toad association, formed by carriers in 
1884 to combat adverse legislation in that 
State, the report is more specific in its 
allegations. |

Three men directing affairs of some of 
the largest industrial entarprises of the 
country urged last night, at a banquet of 
the Traffic Club of Chicago tawmakers 
let business alone and periait it to re- 
cover. The occasion was the Traffic 
club's eighth annual dinner, held in the 
La Salle hotel. 

James J. Hill of the Great Northern 
railroad declared “ business needs a rest 
—a clear field, no favors, and a full 
restoration of confidence. Division, hos- 
tility, and working at cross purposes have 
gone far enough.” 

William Sproule, president of the 
Southern Pacific, declared lasting pros- 
perity will not come until endless club- 
bing of large industries has ceased. 

B. F. Cope, first vice president of the 
Carnegie Steel company, advocated a 
Cessation from Iawméking. His address, | 
however, was optimistic in ite tone. 


- Message from Mr. Hill, 
a Mr. Hill, which was 
read by President Maddison, who pre- 
sided, follows in part: 
“The main conditions. favorable to a 
happy change exist. It calis only for un- 
derstanding, cotperation, and harmony 


between all those elements that unite to 


make us both economically and polftical- 
ly one. To urge thie hearty and lasting 
cotperation, in good faith and good feel- 


‘ing, ts now the fret interest of all our 
: * 


people. 
Must Tide Over War. 

Thus, and not otherwise, the next gen- 
eration may be able to look back over 
the period following the greatest war that 
the world has ever seen as one of the 
greatest prosperity that the United States 
has ever known. 

“The tariff changes are the smallest 
trouble the businese man has to conform 
himself to. The federal banking system 
will have a profound effect. Only experi- 
ence can bring it out. Some uncertainty 


remains, and uncertainty almost as much 


as actual disaster, slows down business 
operation everywhere. 


In addition, a commission of five mem- 


bers has been named to supervise all busi- 
ness corporations. No session of con- 
gress will pass without actual or at- 
tempted legislation to extend ite powers 
and make its control more absolute and 
more arbitrary. 

„In the Clayton bill some of the pro- 
visions are crude. The limitation on in- 
terlocking directorates can produce noth- 
ing but a crop of dummy directors.” 


Heavy Demands on Carriers. 

“The public interest in transportation 
is as keen as it is misinformed,” said 
Mr. Sproule. “The public interest puts 
upon traneportation the obligation of 
service. The public interest demands 
that the transportation companies serv- 
ing it shall be the best in the world, be- 
cause serving the most active minded, 
energetic, restless, and most insistent 
people in the world. :

in which a woman is the victim. 

It ie the third case in twelve 
months in that city and the crime was 
committed in a manner apparently simi- 
lar to that of the two previous mur 
ders of women, both of which remain a 
mystery. 

In none of the three has a clew 
been left behind on which the police 
cam work with promise of success. This 
time the slayer did not leave his 
weapon behind him. 


NEAR A. J. HOPEINS HOME. 

Two girls were goipg home up North 
Lake street in the Western suburb at 
1030 o'clock last night. They had 
reached a point a block and a half from 
the residence of former United States 
Senator Albert J. Hopkins, in the heart 
of the residence district on the west side, 
. when they saw a dark object lying on the 
parking at the edge of the sidewalk be- 
neath the trees. 

They bent down asf caw: a woman 
with face upturned, grayish in the rays 
of an are light. Her bat had fallen to 
one de. Her hair had been disarranged. 
The side of her face had been crushed in. 

The girls turned and fied down Lake 
street screaming. A policeman stopped 
them and learned the cause of alarm. 
He telephoned for an ambulance and 
hurried to the spot. The victim was 
barely breathing. She was placed in en 
ambulance and rushed to a hospital, but 
died on the way. 

NAME: EMMA PETERSON. 

At the hospital she was identified 
as Emma Peterson, 22 years old. She 
had been residing at the home of John 
Dooling, a wealthy refired wholesale 
grocer and liquor dealer. The spot 
where she lay is a half block from the 
Dooling residence. 

With the Jennie Miller murder case 
fresh in their minds the police lost no 
time in obtaining every avalable clew on 
which to work fast. They telegraphed 
to Decatur for a man -with three 
trained bleadhounds. Special police- 
men were detailed to guard Lake street 
for a block in either direction to pre- 
vent the curious from walking over the 
sidewalk and spoiling a possible scent 
which the dogs may pick up. 

NO WEAPON FOUND. 

A thorough search was made by detect- 
ives on the nearby lawns for the wee 
None was found. 

The scene of the crime was almost 
identical with that of the Miller murder. 
Along one side of the sidewalk runs a 
hedge and thick bushes. The outer edge 
of the sidewalk is lined with tall old 
trees. The street ia not brilliantly 
lighted, The murderer either stepped. 
from behind the shrubbery or hid behind 
a tree. 

The wound on the head of the victim 
was similar to that on the Miller woman. 
In that case a pipe wrench was used and 
the weapon was found behind the bushes 
through which the woman had been 


dragged. 
POLICE GET NO CLEW. 


Miss Peterson's body. The police were 
unable to find ont whether she carried 
ons at the time she wae attacked. 

Mr, Dooling was notified and accom- 
panied the chief of detectives to head- 
quarters, where the two were closetéd 
for more than an hour. Mr. Dooling was 
able to furnish but little light on the gitl’s 
movements during the evening. 

The two girls who found the body fled 
as soon as they had notified the police, 
and detectives were sent to find them. 
The policemen failed to obtain their 
names. 

NEW MUBDER SCENE. 

Thie is the first time the murderer 
has visited the west dude. Miss Miller 
was slain within a block or two of 
the heart of the business section on the 
east side. Where Miss Peterson was 
found is about five blocks from the

g—That a husband should try to 
make his home as attractive as possible, 
and not store the pantry, bathroom, and 
kitchen with unnecessary rubbish, but 
should rather use his barn or shed as his 
laboratory. Neither should he spit upon 
the floor or the stoves, as is Mr. White's

&—That my husband should teach

The passage is 47 miles in length and 
varies from 1 1-5 to 4 wiles in width. 

On account of the narrow, tortuous 
channel, any warship attempting to force 
the: Dardanelles must steam slowly. It 
would be within the range of the Turkish 
guns on the heights for ten miles before 
reaching the strongest forts and for ten 
miles after passing, if it could survive 
the attack from both the European and 
the Asiatic sides of the strait.

CHILD LABOR IN CONGRESS.” 
In spite of a filibuster by a group of southern 
Democrats of the reactionary type, the national 


house passed the Palmer child laber bill the other 
evening by an extraordinary and nonpartions ma- 
jority. The vote was 232 to 44. 

The bill is not radical. It sete up no standards 
that the majority of our industrial and reasonably 
progressive states have not adopted or are not in 
the way of adopting. It is directed against, a few 
backward states whose competition is manifestly 
“unfair” because they exploit childhood and sac- 
rifice considerations of humanity and public wel- 


dorsed by every association that is interested in the 
protection of children and the regulation of labor 
conditions with a view to public health and morals. 
At is designed to reinforce the efforts of those com- 
munities that take their child labor laws seriously. 

As to the arguments of the small and obscur- 
antist opposition to the bill, they have a strange, 
remote, and ancient air. The notion that something 
in “state rights” precludes an indirect national 
prohibition of child labor at night, or of the emo 
ployment of children under 14 In canneries and 
mills, is no longer matter for debate. We have 
advanced since the days of the Beveridge child 
labor bill, when a Democratic report solemnly 
declared that our whole system of government 
would collapse if we should ever try to get at child 
labor through the interstate commerce clause. 
Palmer bill is a measure framed by Democrats 
who only laugh at the antiquated nonsense of their 
reactionary colleagues, It would undoubtedly 
pass the senate by a decisive nonpartisan majority 
if it could be brought to a vote before adjourn- 
ment. It is a pity that the waste of so much time 
on the shipping bill should preciude action on 80 
cOmmendable and creditable a measure as the child 
labor bill. 


THE MANN ACT AGAIN. 


The fatuity of Congressman Mann’s defense of 
the white slave act for which he is sponsor is 


reported in Wednesday’s Trisune. So far as the 
facts can be ascertained this prosecution is an 
aftermath of recent divorce proceedings, a private 
punitive enterprise lacking the least factor of 
“white slavery,” compulsion or commercialized 
immorality. The man accused is a business man, 
the woman an employé. Whether they were guilty 
of an irregular relation or not, it is obvious that it 
is not for such irregularity that they are being 
prosecuted but for a relation that does not exist. 

The states under their police power are fully 
able to punish as they deem fit acts or relations 
considered injurious to their communities. But

1. Classification of property means recognition 


cannot be concealed, while intangible personalty

These attempts are interesting, but no prac- 
tical mind will bracket them with large national] 
tendencies in tax and revenue reform. 
At this time such reform will mean in IIlinois 
substantially whet it has meant in Pennsylvania, 
New York, Rhode Island, California, Wisconsin, 
and other states. Revenue reformers in Illinois 
are seeking substantially the sume changes as are 
sought by wisely opportunist reformers of Massa- 
chusetts and other laggard and suffering states— 
states that are losing capital and good citizens 
because of their blind standpatism with reference 


to “the gegeral property tax.”

ACIDS AND STARCHES. IIL 

N the articles of the last two days we 
have shown that starches digest best 
when the mixture is slightly acid; 
thet a fair proportion of the starch 
eaten ig digested in the stomach in 
which the mixture is acid; that, when 
the free muriatic acid present equals 1 
to 500 of starch, digestion stops; that the 
starch digestion is resumed when the 
stomach acid has been neutralized. Most 
of the starch is digested in the intestine. 
If the intestine neutralizes the strong 
acid of the stomach and digests starch, 
where is the difficulty in neutralizing 
frult acid?

One correspondent forwarded to Chris- 
tian an answer in which I had said that 
it was proper to eat acid frult and cereal 
at the same time. To my mind the ques- 
tion here is the same as the eating of 
strawberry shortcake. The answer he 
got was as follows: 
Modern investigation proves that the 
union of acids and starches is the cause 
of all rheumatiem, gout, lumbago, 
Bright's disease, arterio sclerosis, and all 
forms of congestion that take place 
throughout the capillary vessels. This is 
true because starch under a certain 
amount of acid will digest, but wher 
mixed with an excess of acid will crystal- 
lize. The diseases above named are caused 
by the inability of the system to pase 
the starch through theordinary processes 
of metabolism, because it has been crys- 
tallized instead of dissolved.” 


—

| Here are the main facts: All starches 


are digested from polysaccharids to disac- 
charids to the monosaccharid glucose. 
Every starch and every sugar enters the 
veins, which leave the intestine as glu- 
cose. Some of the glucose is temporarily 
stored as glycogen. A little goes to form 
fat, a little to form flesh; but the great 
bulk of it is burned to water and carbonic 
acid, passing through two preliminary 
phases, lactic acid and alcohol. 

The important effect from the burning 
of glucose is the production of énergy. 
Ordinary fruit acids are never acid after 
the digestive processes get started in 


bring about an alkalinity of the body 
rather than an acidity. So far as the use 
by the body of starches is concerned, it 
makes mo more difference whether the 
morsel as it was eaten contained fruit 
acid than it does that in the grocery store 
the flour barrel was ee 
crate. 


It is difficult to 1 what Chris- 
tian meant to say, because it is all so 
contrary to what every starch chemist, 
as well asevery physiologist, holds. What 
I think he means tg say is this: 

When starch and, let us say, straw- 
berry acid are mixed the starch crystal- 


‘izes instead of dissolving; that these 


starch crystals stop up the small biood 
vesseis and cause various forms of con- 
gestion, such as rheumatism, gout, lum- 
bago, Bright’s disease, and arterio 
ecterosis; that these acid starch crystals

them. Taking them as a whole, they 


are formed after digestion and absorp- 
tion. No one of the statements quoted 
is correct. 

The diseases mentioned are not forms 
of congestion. They are not dueto faulty 
digestion, assimilation, or metabolism 
(use by the body) of starch or sugar. 
Starch crystals are not found in the 
blood (nor anywhere else). Acid starch 
is not found in the blood. No crystals 
are found in the blood or exist as crys 
tals in the blood. Starch ceases to be 
starch before it reaches the blood. The 
acids of strawberries cease to be acids 
before they are used by the system.

My answer to the question, if pastry or 
cereals should be eaten with fruit will 
harm result, is in the negative, whether 
we view it from the atandpoint of diges- 
tion of starch or ita use by the system. 
Some people are harmed by eating fruit 
and cereals.

HERE COMES ANOTHER LEEPER 
STORY. 

Interested writes: There is a story 
circulating about a young woman who 
tell down and cut her head slightly, and 
took the handkerchief proffered by her 
escort to starich the flow of blood. A 
few days afterward she was taken ill and 
the case was diagnosed as one of leprosy. 
This was traced to a Chinese laundry, 
where the young man’s handkerchief had 
been laundered. In the basement of this 
laundry lived an old Chinaman afflicted 
with leprosy? Can this be true? Is it pos- 
sible for leprosy to be communicated in 
this manner? Can leprosy be developed 
in so short a time as a week from the date 
of the supposed infection?” — 


REPLY. 

The story is untrue Leprosy is a mildly 
contagious disease. It could not be spread by 
a contact so slight. Of the people thrown in 
close contact with lepers, only a few develop 
the disease. There is no danger from ordinary 
street contact with a leper. Leprosy cannot 
develop in a week after contact. 

I have investigated several stories 
similar to this one. They are fakes of the 
worst sort. Somewhere down the line the 
story starts from a liar of the ordinary variety. 
Exaggerators supply some details. The stories 
are rolled on the tongue, repeated, embellished, 
glossed, and believed by people who are other- 
wise sane and well baianced.

The older of the two baronetcies is that 
of Eden of West Auckland, and dates 
from the reign of Charlies II., who be- 
stowed it upon Sir Robert Eden of West 
Auckland, member of parliament for the 
county of Durham. 

The other baronetcy is known as that 
of Eden of Maryland, and was created by 
George III. in favor of Sir Robert Eden, 
the last English governor of the province 
of Maryland and husband of the Hon. 
Caroline Calvert, sister and heiress of the 
last Lord Baltimore. 

She would undoubtedly have retained 
possession of the vast estates of her 
brother, Lord Baltimore, in Maryland, 
had it not been for the fact that her hus- 
band sided with the loyalists in the Amer- 
ican war of independence, owing to 
which whatever rights and property she 
possessed were regarded by the newly 
proclaimed republic as forfeited to the 
state. 

That many in Maryland will regard 
young Sir Timothy Eden, now the sixth 
Eden baronet of Maryland, as the only 
successor and representative of the last 
and sixth Lord Baltimore, is best shown 
by the fact that, when Sir Timothy’s only 
sister, Majorie, married some years ago 
Col. Lord Brooke, eldest son and heir of 
the Earl and Countess of Warwick, one 
of the most interesting wedding presents 
which she received was a magnificent 
bowl of silver repoussé from the people of 
Maryland.

¢ heir of the last of the Calvert Lords Balti- 
more,

Baltimore, as every one knows, owes its 
name to its founder, Cecilius Calvert, sec- 
ond Lord Baltimore, of the seaport town 
of Baltimore, in county Cork, Ireland. 

The first Lord Baltimore, of an old 
Yorkshire family, had been secretary of 
state to James I. Owing to the distrust 
of parliament, which he incurred in con- 
nection with his attempt to bring about 
a marriage between the then Prince of 
Wales, afterwards Charles I., and one 
of the infantas of Spain, he resigned his 
office and received from the king the 
Irish barony of Baltimore as a reward 
for his services; also a large grant of land

century to the first Lord Baltimore by 


Newfoundland, where, under a royal 
‘charter, he endeavored to found a colony 
of the name of Avalon. 
Climate and soil contributed to render 
his Newfoundland venture a failure, and, 
therefore, he sailed for Virginia. But, 
having in the meantime become a Roman 
Catholic, he was forbidden to settle there 
until he took the oath of supremacy, that 
le to say, the recognition of the king in all 
ecclesiastical matters and an abjuration 
of the spiritual supremacy of the pope. 
Accordingly, Lord Baltimore sailed for 
England, where he died before being able 
to seoure a grant of landand charter from 
the crown. King James also died about 
that time. 


. — 

Lord Baltimore's son and successor, 
Cecilius Calvert, managed, however, to 
obtain a grant from Charles I. of prae- 
tically the entire colony of Maryland, the. 
charter bestowing upon him the most ex- 
ti aordinary powers, virtually those of a 
vassal sovereign. 

He was authorized by the charter to 
strike his own coin, confer titles of 
honor, to raise and maintain his own 
army, to decree his own taxes. In fact, 
the charter conferred upon Lord Baltl- 
more the most extensive prerogatives 
ever enjoyed by a British subject since 
the great houses of the nobility had bowed 
down before the successive despotism of 
York and Tudor rule. 

It is needless to recall here the fights 
of this Lord Baltimore with the colony 
of Virginia and with William Penn, nor 
the differences between the third Lord 
Baltimore and * William and Queen 
Mary. 

Benedict Calvert, the fourth Lord Balti- 
more, married Lady Elizabeth Lee, a 
granddaughter of Charles II. and of Bar- 
bara Farmer. 

The fifth Lord Baltimore, lord proprie- 

_ tary of Maryland, was the boon com- 
panion of that dissolute Frederick, Prince 
of Wales, of whom his parents, George 
II. and Queen Caroline, spoke with such 
scathing e 


The sixth and last 3 Baltimore was 
a man of much the same stamp as his 
immediate predecessor and covered him- 
self with ridicule by his pretensions as 
& poet. 

After 1760 he was obliged to live outside 
England, owing to his indictment for 
felony at Kingston. 

He b“'rsathed all his rights as lord 
proprieta y of Maryland and the vast 
estates tu his illegitimate child by an 
Irish girl of the name of Hester Whelan 
when he died at Naples in 1771. He left 
no legitimate issue. 

The will was contested by his only sis- 
ter, the wife of Sir Robert Eden, who had 
been acting as governor of Maryland. 

The courts decided in favor of Lady 
Eden, and it was by virtue of thie deci 
ion and because of the fact that she as 
well as her husband had sided with the 
English that the estates were confiscated. 
It was conclusively shown during the 
course of the legal proceedings to upset 
the will of the last Lord Baltimore-in 
favor of his illegitimate child that there 
were no heirs in the male line remaining 
2 of the six successive Lords Balti- 


Had there heen any, the barony of Bal- 
timore would have been claimed long ere 
this by a Calvert.

The United States has al- 
ways upheld the right of transfer of a ves- 
sel from a belligerent to a neutral flag. 
even after the outbreak of hostilities, and 
no definite reason has yet been presented 
for changing that opinion,

chant marine, assuming of course he is 
aware of our dependence upon foreign 
bottoms for carrying American products 
to market. 

Today we are virtually forced to estab- 
lish a merchant marine of our own, be- 
cause of the withdrawal from service of 
a large number of the ships hitherto en- 
gaged in carrying our products. Naviga- 
tion laws have been amended in so far as 
possible. and if England lost its control 
of the sea a few more ships would take 
advantage of the American registry, but 
the total number would be woefully lack- 
ing in capacity to handle our output. 

Private capital has refused to interest 
itself without being assured of an enor- 
mous profit, which renders that plan and 
the ship subsidy idea in any other form 
impracticable and since there is hardly 
time to build new ships the purchase of 
such as are now idle seems the most sen- 
sible thing, when properly ignoring the 
silly jingo about buying trouble.”

Internal strife in the Federal league 
began yesterday when attorneys for the 
Kansas City club obtained a temporary 
injunction restraining the Federal league 
from transfering the Kansas City fran- 
chise to any person, association, or cor- 
poration of any other city. The writ was 
ebtained in Judge Baldwin's. court and 
March 5 has been set as the date for the 
hearing. 

Just before the train pulled out of the 
La Salle street station at 5:30 p. m. the 
papers were served on President Gilmore 
of the Federal league, who was leaving 
to attend the schedule meeting of the 
league in Buffalo today. The case is 
handled by the law firm of Zane, . 
& McKinney. 


Club Owes League Money. 

The bill relates that under a franchise 
given the Kansas City club by the Federal 
league in February, 1914, it was under- 
stood that the club could operate a ball 
club permanently as a member of the 
kague. It tells of loans made to the club 
by the league during the season of 1914 
to enable the club to meet its bills, but 
also of certain sums due the club from 
the league. 

That a balance is due the league from 
the Kansas City club is evident, but the 
club maintains that all efforts to get a 
statement from the league have failed.
